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SEDAN BURNS 
WHEN FORCED 
OFF HIGHWAY 


Short Circuit And Up­ 
setting Of Machine 
Causes Of Fire 
Damage Here. 


Forced off the Lincoln 
Highway, 
four miles east of Gettysburg, Tues­ 
day evening, by a car traveling in the 
opposite direction, according to state 
police, the sedan of Q. J. Seidel, H a­ 
gerstown, caught fire and was de­ 
stroyed when it upset at the side of 
the road. 
Seidel and a companion 
were badly shaken up and suffered 
cuts and bruises, but 
neither 
was 
.seriously hurt. 
The driver of the roadster, a high- 
powered machine, which state police 
say forced Seidel to drive off the high­ 
way, causing the accident, sped away, 
going east at high speed, but was 
eventually overtaken by another mo­ 
torist, who advised him to turn around 
and render what help he could to the 
men in the accident. 
The driver of 
the high-powered roadster was Thom­ 
as Morrison, Spring Lake, New Je r­ 
sey. 
He was alone in his machine. 
Unaware of Accident 
Morrison told Trooper Freudenberg- 
er, who was called to investigate the 
accident, that he did not know he had 
forced Seidel’s machine off the high­ 
way, and that the first intimation he 
had that anything was wrong was 
when he was overtaken by another 
motorist who told him of the accident 
and who advised him to turn around 
and go back. 
He denied to the of­ 
ficer that he had purposely sped away 
from the scene of the accident. 
Escaping gasoline, ignited 
by 
a 
short circuit in the Hagerstown man’s 
car, set fire to the inflammable parts 
of the sedan, and Seidel and his com­ 
panion were compelled to stand by 
and watch the machine burn, because 
there was no water handy, and the 
rain which was falling at the time 
was not of sufficient valume to ex­ 
tinguish the flames, 
No Criminal Action 
The sedan narrowly missed strik­ 
ing a telephone pole in toppling over, 
and when the machine caught fire the 
pole was set ablaze. 
This latter fire 
was extinguished, however, before se­ 
rious damage was done. 
After Morrison returned, he 
and 
Seidel agreed that 
the 
companies 
which carried the insurance on their 
machines should be informed of the 
loss and the damage adjusted between 
them. Seidel’s sedan was a 1923 model, 
valued at $1,000. 
No criminal action is contemplated 
against Morrison by the authorities, 
Trooper Frcudenberger said.

Harrisburg, Pa., July

Major Adams said he believed that 
people were beginning to realize that 
enforcement is not peculiarly a police 
problem, that the police are helpless 
without the support of the courts and 
that the ‘‘courts arc nearly helpless 
without the support of the people as 
represented by the jurors.” He based 
his statements on several years’ close 
study and observation of prohibition 
enforcement conditions. 
He declared estimates snowed less 
than one-third the amount of alcoholic 
beverages is being consumed in the 
United States as compared with anti- 
;olstead days and asserted that the 
Federal blockade of rum runners has 
reduced the amount of smuggled in- 
cxicants about 75 per cent on the 
Vtlantic coast. 
As to beverages now 
sold, he said they largely were m anu­ 
factured from alcohol diverted from 
commercial channels and ‘‘camouflag­ 
ed by counterfeit battles, labels and 
revenue stamps.” 
Local enforcement was censured in 
the declaration that ‘‘local police de­ 
partments are doing next to nothing 
to aid the enforcement of law.
